Quadra-Fire and Earthfire USA receive top honors at the 
3rd Annual Vesta Awards held on March 7 at the 
HPBA Expo in Nashville, Tennessee. 







t the Third Annual Vesta Awards - Honoring Inno- 
vation in Design & Technology - Quadra-Fire's 
.woodburning fireplace, the 7100fp, received the 
top award in the Hearth Products category, the Daniel J. 
Melcon Award, Best-in-Show, Hearth Products. 

In the category of Outdoor Room Products, Earthfire 
USA's Cobb Cooking System was selected as Best-in-Show, 
Outdoor Room Products. 

The event took place on March 7. at the Hearth, Patio & 
Barbecue Expo in Nashville, Tennessee. Approximately 1,800 
people poured into the ballroom at 5 o'clock as the trade 
show closed for the day. Attendees sipped champagne for 
the first 30 minutes, as the room filled up and seats were 
taken. 
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But from the beginning, it was clear this crowd was there 
for the awards presentation, and not for the champagne. They 
quickly took their seats, allowing the awards program to 
begin promptly at 5:30pm. Images of products were dis- 
played on two 16-foot screens, and a video camera tracked 
winners as they approached the stage, accepted the award, 
and spoke to the audience. 

This was the first year that category winners were allowed 
to address the audience. It had been feared that speeches 
would be overly long, and hinder the relatively rapid flow 
of the presentation. That fear was unjustified. Speeches were 
short, many were emotional, and they added a great deal of 
personality to the event.
